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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The latest estimate on 30th June shows that the popu- 
lation is now increasing more quickly than for twelve or thirteen 
years. During last quarter the total increase was 9,540, or at 
the rate of 2°5 per cent. per annum. Of this increase 6,691 was 
due to excess of births, and 3,660 to excess of immigration. 

Trade.—The imports during August were valued at £3,019,240, which 
is £423,904 more than the corresponding month of last year. For 
the first eight months there was an increase of £3,232,611, as 
compared with last year. The direct oversea imports during the 
month amounted to £1,692,223, as compared with £1,450,791 in 
August, 1905. During the eight months there was a falling-off in 
gold and agricultural implements, while increases were shown in 
metals, machinery, iron and steel, apparel and soit-goods. 

The oversea exports for August amounted to £1,689,775, and for 
the first cight months to £16,637,665, which show inereases of 
£588,249 and £5,439,765 respectively, compared with the corre- 
sponding periods of last year. There were increases in all the 
principal articles, especially skins, frozen meat, wool, and gold. Of 
the increase during the eight months, £3,189,570 was in merehan- 
dise and £2,250,195 in gold. 

Mineral Production.—The gold-yield during August was 19,545 oz. 
crude, equal to 16,784 oz. fine, valued at £71,294. During the eight 
months of 1906 there has been an increase in the value of gold 
produced of £27,095, as compared with the corresponding period 
of last year. 

Postal Communication.—The figures for 1905 show that 112,000,000 
letters and post-cards were carried during the year. This represents 
the very high proportion of 76 per head of population, a figure 
which is exceeded by very few countries. The number of post-offices 
in 1905 was 2,266, and there were 14,827 miles of telegraph line 
opel. 

Prices.--The general index number for August was slightly higher than 
in July. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,514; for 
metals, 1,409; and for all articles, 1,280. During the mouth prices 


of the industrial metals increased, but wool declined. 


Meteorology.—During August the rainfall was abundant and extremely 
beneficial to all classes. Taking the month as a whole, the distribu- 
tion of the rain may be classified as one of the best on record, the 


fall at the majority of the stations being ereatly above normal.
